Periodicals Particularly for Porters. 


Tue Sovru-Western Gazetre—“a chronicle of 
assing events on the London and South-Western 
ilway’’—is the oldest and, undoubtedly, the 
most flourishing newspaper in Britain—run exclu- 
sively by railway men for railway men. 

Founded in 1880, the first editor of the Gazerta 
was Mr. Sam Fay (now General Manager of the 
Great Central Railway). The early days of the 
poper were by no means prosperous ones, and when 

r. Geo. B. Coleman (its present editor and 
manager) took it over in 1887, the Gazerre was, 
saddled with a debt of £110, and its then proprietor 
was on the verge of amg de id 

By 1889 much pushing had brought the monthly 
sales up to four thousand copies, and Mr. Coleman 
then introduced a system of newspaper life and 
accident insurance for railway men—a thing quite 
unique at that time. 

To-day no fewer than ten thousand Gazettes are 
sold every month; all debts have been paid off, and 
the large sum of £3,000 has been paid out by the

Although the magazine is largely identified with 
the G.W.R. Temperance Union, its columns are, 
for the most part, filled with general news of 
interest to the company’s employés. Its circula- 
tion averages about five thousand copies per issue, 
and the income derived from its sales and adver- 
tisements just covers the cost of production. 

Among the magazine’s regular subscribers are 
old G.W.R. men in every quarter of the globe. 
Unlike the SovurH-WesterN Gazette, the G.W.R. 
Macazixe may be obtained at all Messrs. Smith’s 
bookstalls. Many copies are also sold through tho 
medium of the Temperance Union, which has 
branches all over the G.W.R. Company's system. 

The youngest of the papers run by railway men 
vis the Amaviaxce Macaziye of the Caledonian Rail- 
way. It is brought out by the Company’s Ambul- 
ance Brigade, and appears four times a year. 

The chief features of the magazine are instruc- 
tive papers—such as “ First Aid to Injurics of the 
Eye, in Relation to Railway Servants ”’- -specially 
contributed by well-known medical men. 

The little paper also contains notes on football 
and cricket competitions and social events of 
terest to all Caledonian railway servants.
